Nepean’s record of progress

THE growth of the Nepean District Soccer tion. 


Football Association has matched the in- 
credible growth of Sydney's outer western 


region during the past three decades. 

Now in its 28th year, 
the NDSDFA serves 
three local government 
areas — Penrith, Haw- 
kesbury and Blue 
Mountains. 

Many people who 
have become involved 
with Soccer in the Ne- 
pean district in recent 
years would not be 
aware that the associa- 
tion’s area orginally 
extended to the Black- 
town district, which is 
now an association in its 


Formed at a public 
meeting, chaired by the 
then Mayor of Penrith, 
the late Alderman W.L. 
Chapman, on Novem- 
ber 9, 1961, Arthur 
Robinson was elected as 
president and Pat Henry 
as secretary. © 

It is interesting to 
note that the inaugural 
treasurer was George 
Churchward, who 
served on the NDSFA 
management committee 
until 1987 in various 
roles, including presi- 
dent, and is now in his 
20th year as treasurer of 
the NSW Amateur Soc- 
cer Federation. 

The NDSLA’s success 
during the past 27 win- 
ters is a credit to the 
stability of its administr- 
tion, which presently is 
headed by long-serving 
president Lee Kol and 
secretary Barbara 
Horley. 

In the first playing 
season — 1967 — there 
were 11 clubs, 38 teams 
and 531 players. 

By comparison, in

1988 there were 37 
clubs, 362 teams (not in- 
cluding mini-Soccer 
teams) and almost 6500 
players. 

The Nepean Associ: 
tion expanded streadily 
throughout the 1960s 
and 1970s as new clubs 
were formed to serve 
the main areas of 
population growth in 
Sydney’s west. 

There were 517 teams 
in 1978 so the State body 
decided to form a new 
association and 143 
teams in the Blacktown 
area became part of the 
new Blacktown Associa- 
tion. 

Since then, the Ne- 
pean Association has 
grown in other areas and 
there is no doubt that it 
will continue to expand 
as new estates are 
opened up to provide 
housing for young fami- 
lies, 


Unfortunately, this 
huge district is no longer 
served by a senior club 
under the auspices of 
the NSW Soccer Federa- 


Although a State 
League First Division 
club, Penrith Uruguay, 
plays at the Associa. 
tion's well-appointed 
headquarters at Cook 
Park, St Marys, it is not 
truly representative of 
the Nepean District. 

The history of Federa- 
tion clubs in the Penrith 
area is marked by fai- 
lures. 

However, in 1984 and 
1985 there was a valiant 
attempt to bring top 
Soccer to the district 
when the now-defenct 
Penrith City club played 
in the National Soccer 
League. 


A player who estab- 
lished himself in the 
NSL wth Penrith City 
during those two years 
has gone on to become a 
Socceroo — Mike Gib- 
son, presently reserve 
goalkeeper in the Aus- 
tralian squad.

THE successful coach invests more in 
the well-being and interests of the 
players than in their win-loss record. 

1. Be reasonable in your demands on the 
young players’ time, energy and enthusiasm. 
Remember that they have other interests. 

2. Teach your players that rules of the game 
are mutual agreements which no one should 
evade or break. 

3. Group players according to age, height, 
skill and physical maturity whenever possible. 

4. Avoid over-playing the talented players. 
The ‘‘just-average" players need and de- 
‘serve equal time. 

5. Remember that children play for fun and 
enjoyment and that winning is only part of it. 
Never ridicule or yell at the children for mak- 
ing mistakes or losing a competition. 

6. Ensure that equipment and facilities meet 
Safety standards and are appropriate to the 
age and ability of the players. 

7. The scheduling and length of practice 
times and competitions should take into con- 
sideration the maturity level of the children, 

8. Develop team respect for the ability of 
opponents, as well as for the judgement of 
officials and coaches. 

9. Follow the advice of a physican when 
determining when an injured player is ready 
to play again. 

10. Remember that children need a coach 
they can respect. Be generous with your 
praise when it is deserved, and set a good 


example. 

11. Make a personal commitment to keep 
yourself informed on sound coaching princi- 
ples and the principles of growth and develop- 


ment of children.
